REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We herein submit our report for the school year ending 
July 15, 1907. 

Nine schools have been in session 258 weeks with 12 dif- 
ferent teachers, 1 male and 11 females. Average length of all 
the schools, 28 2-3 weeks. Number of scholars not less than 5 
years of age attending school not less than two weeks, 106. 
Number of days attendance of all the pupils, 10,862. Greatest 
number of pupils in any school, 16; least number, 5. Number 
of pupils attending high school, 5; number attending academies, 
11. Number of children between the ages of 5 and 16 years, by 
the enumeration of September, 1907, boys 51, girls 46; total 97. 

Number of official visits made to all schools by members of 
the school board, 95; number of visits by citizens, 313. 

The work done in the schools the past year has been very 
successful. The per cent. of attendance has not been up to 
what we might wish. This can be accounted for in part by sick- 
ness and by the failure of parents and scholars, in some in- 
stances, to realize the damage done to the school and the loss 
to the scholar by tardy and irregularattendance. This can be 
avoided to a certain extent by the watchfulness of teachers, 
school board and truant officer, and still better by the parents 
seeing to it that their scholars are not absent a day during the 
term, unless it is absolutely necessary. 

We would respectfully urge that parents and friends show 
their interest by visiting the schools often and thus encourage 
both teacher and pupils in their work. 

During the past year we have purchased new arithmetics, 
histories, grammars and geographies. 

Repairs have been made in the Old South division by the 
addition of a new and substantial fence of oak posts and wire, 
which adds greatly to the appearance of the grounds. 

The Burpee schoolhouse has been shingled and the Poplar 
schoolhouse has been painted inside and out; the district fur- 
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nishing the paint and citizens applying the same, for which the 
school board are very grateful. 

At the North and Mountain divisions quite a little painting 
and repairing has been done. The Highland schoolhouse has 
been painted to preserve it, although it was not used the past 
year. Other minor repairs have been made on the several 
houses in the district.
